24, 19 05, rescued from drowning his 
sister (iolda, seventeen years old, and 
a cousin, cousin, Mabel Lippman, fif­ 
teen years old; a bronze medal and 
$1 ,500 for the purpose of liquidaing 
the mortgage on his property, to Hen­ 
ry J. Schiller, thirty-one years old, a 
baker of Sandusky, O.. for rescuing 
from drowning Wendell B. Tusslng, 
sixteen years old, of Groveport, Ohio, 
at Lakeside, Ottawa county, O., on 
Aug. 30, 19 05; A bronze medal and 
12,000 to be devoted to educational 
purposes to William G. Stillwell, thir­ 
teen years old. an orphan of Bellaire, 
Antrim county, Mich., for rescuing 
from drowning Ruth L. Schoolcraft, 
fourteen years old. on April 26, 19 06;

The first meeting 
of the day was held in the railroad 
yard at Watertown, where from the 
car platform Mr. H earst addressed a 
large open-air audience at the noon 
hour.

At the latter place the sta­ 
tion platform was crowded, the throng 
extending back into the street, and 
Mr. H earst was given a notable wel­ 
come.

The last fall moon Was the harvest 
moon and the next fo il moon w ill be 
the hunter’s moon. 
The terms har­ 
vest moon and hunters’ moon are both 
of English origin and apply to the fnll 
moon nearest the autum nal equinox 
and the following full moon respec­ 
tively. 
At both of these times the 
moon rises at practically the same 
time each evening for almost a week 
giving a succession of near-full moons 
that can be fonnd at no other time of 
the year. 
The expianatio n'o f the phenomenon 
of the harvest moon lies in the incli­ 
nation of the plane of the m oon’s 
o rbit to the plane of the equato r o r—* 
what amountsTto the samo thing—the 
inclinatio n of the moon’s o rbit to the 
horizon. 
The moon revolves abont the earth 
once in about tw enty-eight days, m ak­ 
ing its daily motion in its o rbit about 
thirteen degrees from west to east. 
When the moon is in the sign of the 
constellation Aries the plane of its 
o rbit is inclined so far toward the 
so uthw ard that thirteen degrees be­ 
comes visible in a little more than 
seventeen m inutes of time. 
Hence, 
when the moon 
is in Airios there 
wiH be, fo r several evenings moons 
which rise only seventeen 
minutes 
later one evening than tho evening 
before. 
At the tim e of the full moon this 
small difference in'th e times of suc­ 
cessive risings makes every evening 
for about a week—three or four days 
before and throe or four days after 
tho day of the real full moon. 
Now 
the moon is fnll when opposite the 
sun. 
Hence, if the moon is to be full 
and in Aries the sun must be at the 
other side of the zodiac, in Libra. 
The snn is in Libra in autumn,[so*the 
harvest moon necessarily falls in a u­ 
tumn. 
By the time of the following full 
moon there is not so much of an in­ 
clinatio n to 
the southw ard in the 
moon’s o rbit, yet even but the incli­ 
nation is enough to make moonlight 
nights almost as 
nuraerons and as 
long as the tim e of the harvest moon. 
This second tim e the phenomenon is 
known as the hunters’ moon. 
The harvest moon and the [hunters’ 
moon can be se-m much better in high­ 
er latitudes than here and, owing to 
clim atic conditions there, in England 
they are praticularlv noticeable and 
beautiful. The'Knglish harvest is later 
thau that in this co untry and in olden 
days farmers in England worked well 
into the early evening by the light of 
the full moon at that tim e of the year. 
Owing^to this aid|given to the h ar­ 
vest the moon was called the harvest 
moon, and that it has remained [ever 
since. 
The hunters’ moon 
w r « s o 
named because it comes at the tim e of 
the year when hunting]is most follow 
ed in England. 
Many a pretty song 
and story haa'been w ritten about ¡¡the 
harvest moon, but given clear w eath­ 
er not all the songs and stories ever 
w ritten can begin to 
approach, in 
beauty, the moon itself at either of 
the times.

It was alleged that 
the d efen d an ts en tered in to an ar­ 
ran gemen t with the American Sugar 
Refin in g compan y whereby Ed gar & 
Son of Detroit were favored by a re­ 
d uction of 5 cen ts per 100 on sugar 
shipm en ts from New York to Detroit 
from the regular traffic rates. 
Accord in g to the provision s of the 
Elkin s act. un d er which the con vic­ 
tion s were secured , the maximum pen 
alty is a fin e of $20,909. 
As both the 
Cen tral an d Pomeroy are con victed 
by the d ecision of the jury on all of
